The NCAA Football Rules Com- 
mittee passed significant rules aimed 
at greater player safety and modified 
the defensive pass-interference pen- 
alty at its recent meeting in Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

In an effort to reduce the number 
of legal clips, the rules committee 
voted to allow only players who are 
within the legal clipping zone and 
positioned legally on the line of 
scrimmage to clip. The players being 
blocked also must be in the zone. 
Previously, the players outside the 
zone (a rectangular area extending 
five yards laterally on either side of 
the spot of the snap and three yards 
behind each scrimmage line) could 
legally clip upon entering the /one. 

In another safety-related rules 
change, the committee voted to 
prohibit defensive players from 
blocking below the waist or clipping, 
including while in the legal clipping 
zone, on any down in which there is 
a punt. The committee also modified 
the rule regarding "crack-back 
blocks." No offensive player seven 
or more yards from the middle of the 
offensive formation may block any 
opponent below the waist toward 



Records won't resolve best-conference debate

One way to fuel the annual debate 
about which Division I conference is 
the strongest is to examine the all- 
time record of each conference in the 
45-year history of the National Colle- 
giate Division I Men's Basketball 
Championship, using 1984 lineups. 

Another way is to look at each 
conference's NCAA tournament 
record and full-season won-Iost 
record against Division I opponents 
outside the league in the 1980s only. 
That four-year review will be in next 
week's edition of The NCAA News. 

In examining all-time NCAA tour- 
nament records of Division I con- 
ferences, it is difficult to separate the 
Pacific- 10, Big Ten and Atlantic 
Coast Conferences. For instance, 
the Pacific- 10 leads in tournament 
victories, 1 16 to 115 for the Big Ten 
and 98 for the ACC. The Pac-lOalso 
leads in championships with 13 — 10 
by UCLA — against the Big Ten's 
seven, with the Southeastern Con- 
ference next at five and the ACC 



fourth with four titles. 

On the other hand, the Big Ten 
leads in tournament won-lost per- 
centage at .665, and the ACC at .641 
also outranks the Pac-10's .627. And 
in Final Four appearances, the Big 
Ten again leads at 27 with the Pac- 1 0 
next at 25, and the Big Eight third at 
19 and ACC fourth with 18 trips to 
the Final Four. 

From another angle, the Big Ten 
and ACC have shown much more 
balance than the Pac- 10. Remove 
UCLA's record, and the other Pac- 
10 members combined have a 56-52 
tournament record with 1 1 Final 
Four appearances and three cham- 
pionships — good but not No. 1 . Take 
away Indiana's record, and the Big 
Ten still would have an 86-49 record 
for a .637 percentage, with 22 Final 
Four appearances and three cham- 
pionships. Similarly, removing North 
Carolina would leave the ACC at 
64-37 with nine times in the Final 
Four and two championships. 

Next in tournament won-lost 
percentage are the Metropolitan 



Collegiate Athletic Conference at 
.568, SEC at .556 and Big Eight 
Conference at .555. Next after the 
top four in Final Four appearances 
are the Metro at 13, Southwest 
Athletic Conference 1 2 and SEC II. 
Next after the first four in cham- 



pionships are the Big Eight, Western 
Athletic Conference and Metro with 
three each, the West Coast Athletic 
Conference and Metro Atlantic 
Athletic Conference two each, and 
Midwestern City Conference one.

Regional NYSP meetings 
scheduled at four sites 



Regional meeting dates have been 
set as the National Youth Sports 
Program begins its 16th year of 
operation on campuses of NCAA 
member institutions. 

"Federal funding for the NYSP 
already has been approved, and we 
are waiting for final conditions to be 
determined by the Department of 
Health and Human Services' Office 
of Community Services," said Ruth 
M. Berkey, NCAA assistant executive 
director and administrator of the 
NYSP. 

"We are holding our regional 
planning meetings earlier than we 



have in the past to give our partici- 
pating institutions an opportunity to 
promote the program in their areas 
and begin signing up potential par- 
ticipants." 

The first of the regional sessions 
will be held February 10-11 in Los 
Angeles. Other meeting dates and 
sites include February 24-25 in Kansas 
City, March 9-10 in Atlanta and 
March 23-24 in Philadelphia. 

Cosponsored by the NCAA and 
the Office of Community Services, 
the NYSP provides opportunities 
for sports training and competition,

the offensive formation. Prior to the 
change, offensive players positioned 
nine or more yards from the middle 
of the offensive formation were 
permitted to block below the waist 
outside the legal clipping zone. 

"The major emphasis of the rules 
committee's deliberations was again 
aimed at greater safety for the par- 
ticipants," said David M. Nelson, 
secretary-rules editor of the com- 
mittee. "These are the most significant 
rules changes in regard to safety for 
the players since the early 1970s. 
Reducing the clipping zone and 
eliminating the opportunity for 
blocking below the waist are major 
steps in minimizing the risk of injury." 

The rules committee also modified 
the penalty for defensive pass inter 
ference. Instead of being penalized 
as a spot foul, defensive pass inter- 
ference now will be a 1 5-yard penalty 
from the previous spot and an auto- 
matic first down. Pass interference 
had been a spot foul since 1917. The 
committee contended that defensive 
teams were penalized too severely 
for interference on long pass plays 
penalized as a spot foul. 

"This is the first major rule change 
affecting defensive teams in many, 
many years," said La Veil Edwards, 
football coach at Brigham Young 
University and a member of the 
committee. "It will take away the 
cheap touchdown as a result of the 
so-called 'Hail Mary pass.' The spot 
penalty for pass interference was too 
severe on the defense. This is a good 
rule change." 

Another notable rules change was 
the modification of the touchback 
provisions on kickoffs. Kickoffs that 
travel beyond the end zone in flight 
will be brought out to the 30-yard 
line rather than the 20-yard line. The

Committee 
troubled by 
violations 

Although no major changes were 
made in offensive blocking rules at 
the recent NCAA Football Rules 
Committee meeting, the committee 
expressed a great deal of concern 
about offensive holding and illegal 
use of the hands. 

The committee contended that rules 
on holding and illegal use of the 
hands are clear and that no rules 
changes are necessary. But the com- 
mittee believes that players are 
holding and illegally using their hands 
in excess of what might be expected 
during a game or season. 

"Holding and illegal use of the 
hands are the most serious problems 
confronting college football," David

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Athletics not to blame for education's ills 



The protracted pre Convention and 1984 NCAA Convention 
consideration of the Association's governance issues was 
structured on a set of perceived conditions that were divergent 
from the facts. These perceptions were underscored by some 
of the proponents of the American Council on Education's 
Proposal No. 35, and their vision of things, in turn, was 
accepted by a number of responsible individuals within higher 
education and significant components of the Eastern media. 

From July 1983 to January 10, 1984, these assertions were 
repeatedly publicized: 

1. Chief executive officers cannot adequately influence the 
course of national athletics legislation because they cannot 
take the time to participate in NCAA Convention deliberations, 
and they cannot rely upon their institutional employees to 
obey their instructions as to how to vote. 

2. The central issue in intercollegiate athletics is deplorable 
academic standards, and the "athletics interests" of the NCAA 
cannot be counted on to vote for higher academic standards. 
(This point was emphasized even in the face of the 1983 
NCAA Convention's action on Proposal Nos. 48 and 56.) 

3. CEOs will not take the time to serve on agencies regularly 
dealing with intercollegiate athletics matters unless they have 
substantial power of veto or suspension over the decisions of 
other member institutions reached at the NCAA annual 
Convention. 

Opponents of Proposal No. 35, in numerous forums during 
the fall, pointed out the fallacies inherent in such assertions, 
but these rebuttals frequently were ignored. Thus, the debate 
at Dallas on January 10, 1984, became billed by some ACE 
supporters and by some of the nation's media as a battle of the 
chief executive officers (represented by the ACE) vs. entrenched 
athletics interests (represented by the NCAA); if Proposal No. 
36 won and No. 35 lost, they said, then the CEOs would be 
rebuffed in their efforts to improve the academic climate of 
higher education and athletics. 

That concept was propagandized with almost religious zeal, 



and the ACE encouraged its Eastern media contacts to 
trumpet the contest on those terms. More than one reporter 
assigned to cover NCAA activities declared in advance of the 
Convention that they favored Proposal No. 35; a writer for a 
noted national sports magazine emotionally editorialized to 
that effect on the Public Broadcasting System, and one of 
Washington, D.C.'s, foremost education publications com- 
promised its integrity as an independent journal in the 
process. 

Unfortunately, a great many conscientious chief executive 
officers, faculty representatives, athletics directors and primary 
women athletics administrators were maligned by this

approach. Fortunately, anyone who fairly appraised the 
debate on the NCAA Convention floor must have come to the 
conclusion that there were more CEOs who opposed No. 35 
than favored it. That's the way the vote came out. After all, 
perceptions often do not mirror the facts. 

Far more important than the political machinations that 
went on in the promotion of No. 35 is the real issue of 
academic adequacy and the use of intercollegiate athletics as a 
whipping boy for the genuine national concern as to the 
current condition of this nation's secondary and higher 
education systems. Whether intended or not, the time and 
manpower devoted to promoting No. 35 had the effect of 
making intercollegiate athletics a scapegoat and a diversion in 
the face of these criticisms. 

There is a strong argument to be made that the so-called 
abuses of intercollegiate athletics are really failures of higher 
education, spotlighted by the publicity attendant to college 
sports. For example, an athlete obtaining passing grades for 



credit in a questionable extension course conducted in a 
garage 1 ,000 miles from the accredited university managing 
the course is labeled an athletic abuse although that same 
course is attended by numerous nonathletes. For another, 
students of all kinds at numerous institutions for years have 
known which courses and which instructors are not likely to 
endanger their grade-point averages. It takes alleged favoritism 
toward athletes, however, to attract media notoriety. 

To blame NCAA governance for higher education's 
inadequacies and ills is deceptive at best. Within the regional 
accrediting agencies, it seems that little of substance has been 
done to deal with many inappropriate, nonathletic practices 
of accredited institutions. National commission reports and 
various studies at the highest levels now regularly attack the 
competency of this nation's education system. These continuing 
criticisms are not related to intercollegiate athletics. 

To contend that NCAA governance should somehow be the 
focal point for improving the academic product of higher 
education is to suggest the perverse corollary that the national 
trend in lower SAT and ACT scores, disturbing student 
failures in state competency tests, the lagging USA science 
effort, and assorted other educational concerns stem from 
college athletics. Athletics' popularity focuses public scrutiny 
on higher education's practices, possibly as no other single 
activity does. True, in isolation some educational practices 
can be embarrassing. Yet, we should keep in mind that 
graduation studies almost uniformly disclose that athletes 
graduate at a rate equal to or higher than nonathletes. If the 
courses are suspect, why were they offered for degree credit in 
the first place? 

The leadership in higher education should devote its efforts 
and resources to these larger public concerns. Undoubtedly, 
substantial progress can be achieved. The NCAA clearly is 
committed to doing its part in improving the academic attain- 
ment of college athletes. 



Colleges should not assist touts

"Many football and basketball powers do nothing to 
curb the flow of material from their sports information 
departments to a growing army of touts who peddle tip 
sheets all over the country. The standard alibi for

funneling press guides, pictures, weekly news releases 
and statistics to the touts is: 'Why not? They'd get what 
they need from other sources anyhow.' 

"Perhaps, but why hand it to them? The colleges 
could make life more difficult for the touts if they chose 
to do so. 

"Sports information directors at some schools have 
tried to stem the flow to tip artists, with little success. 
That's because they've received weak support from 
athletics directors, coaches and conference commis- 
sioners, the people with enough clout to make it 
happen. So far, these biggies have shown plenty of zeal 
in lining up TV deals. A new point-shaving mess could 
alter their priorities — too late. 

"The college SIDs have their own organization, the 
College Sports Information Directors of America 
(CoSIDA), which has a Gambling Awareness Com- 
mittee. The committee chairman is John Geis, public 
relations director of the Southern Conference, who 
concedes the committee functions 'under very general 
guidelines.' Geis thinks apathy at the big schools is the 
touts' best ally. 

"There's another factor, too. A lot of schools are 



eager to see their hotshots lauded in basketball annuals 
that herald the approaching season. Many of these 
annuals depend heavily on ad income from tip sheets. If 
schools refused to furnish information to annuals 
loaded with tout ads, they'd perform a public service. 
But few are willing to pass up publicity from any source. 

"Geis suggests that screening tip artists from college 
mailing lists could be done. First and foremost, it would 
require a strong commitment by the people running the 
athletics department."

.A.. The following proposals were not considered due to lack of 
time: Nos. 122, 123-142, 145-153, 157-162, 165 and 166. In keeping 
with Robert's Rules of Order, Newly Revised, any unfinished business 
from an organization's annual meeting cannot be carried to the 
following year's meeting. Thus, all proposals not considered at the 
1984 Convention will not be automatically considered in 1985. 
Sponsors must resubmit their proposals by the normal procedure to 
be considered at the 1985 Convention. The NCAA Council has voted 
to contact sponsors of proposals not considered at the 1984 Convention 
to urge them to resubmit their proposals, if they continue to favor 
them. The Council will offer its assistance to any sponsor regarding 
this matter.

The other two championships were 
won by current independents (re- 
member, 1 984 lineups are being used 
throughout). 

Comparing the number of times 
current conference members have 
reached the championship game, the 
Pac-10 leads with 16, then the Big 
Ten 14, ACC 10, Big Eight nine, 
SEC seven, Metro six, Big East 
Conference four, WAC three, 
Missouri Valley Conference three, 
Metro Atlantic three, SWC two. 
West Coast two, Ivy Group two. 
Sun Belt Conference one, Atlantic 
10 Conference one and Midwestern 
City one. Current independents 
reached the championship game six 
times. 

In terms of simply reaching the 
NCAA tournament, the Big East 
membership surprisingly ranks first 
with 83 total entrants by its nine 
current members (nearly all of them 
independents over most of the 45- 
year period). However, they reached 
the Final Four only eight times and 
posted an 81-91 record for a .471 
percentage. 

The Pacific- 10 ranks second in 
total entrants at 70, followed by the 
SWC 62, Big Ten 61, Big Eight 59, 
Atlantic 10 57, ACC 55, WAC 53, 
SEC 50 and Metro 45. Current inde- 
pendents plus other past entrants 
not currently in a Division I con- 
ference (in all, 18 teams) entered 89 
times, posted a 96 109 won lost record 
for a .468 percentage and reached 
the Final Four 1 1 times. 

The current members of 17 con- 
ferences have accounted for all other 
Final Four appearances in tourna 
ment history. Here are those 17 
ranked by won-lost percentage with 
the number of Final Four appear- 
ances by each conference:

The NCAA tournament records 
by current members of the other 13

again, remember that 1984 lineups 
are being used in this comparison. 
There have been an incredible number 
of conference lineup changes over 
the 45 years, with many conferences 
no longer in existence, and a huge 
number of teams were independents 
most of the period — perhaps four 
times the current 19. 
Team leaders 

Looking at the all-time team leaders 
in NCAA tournament play, four 
colleges stand out-- UCLA, Ken- 
tucky, Indiana and North Carolina. 
Fifteen more colleges have won at 
least 15 tournament games, and the 
top 19 as a group have harvested 34 
championships — better than three- 
fourths of all those in history. 

UCLA, of course, won an incred- 
ible 10 NCAA championships in a 
12-year span ending with 1975 — 
John Wooden's last season as coach. 
The Bruins won 38 straight tourna- 
ment games in that run, with a 44-1 
tournament record, losing only to 
North Carolina State in the 1974

semifinals at Greensboro. 

Interestingly. UCLA's tournament 
record is only 16-1 6 exclusive of that 
44-1 run. Wooden himself had only 
a 3-9 NCAA tournament record 
prior to his championship streak, 
which will forever stand as one of the 
most amazing feats in sports. UCLA 
is 60-17 for 23 appearances but 
officially 55-16 without its voided 5- 
1 second-place finish in 1980. 

Kentucky, with a record 28 
appearances, is 45-25 with five 
championships — four under the late

UCLA, with Rupp, 30-18 and four 
titles at Kentucky, second. 

But many current coaches now 
rank high on the list of those with at 
least 10 tournament victories. North 
Carolina's Dean Smith is third at 
27-14, Houston's Guy Lewis fourth 
at 22-17 (ranking them by total vic- 
tories), and Indiana's Bob Knight 
(19-6) and Louisville's Denny Crum 
(19-11) are tied for sixth behind 
former Marquette coach Al McGuire 
at 20-9. 

Next among current coaches are

Adolph Rupp and one under current 
coach Joe Hall. Indiana stands 29-9 
with four championships two under 
Branch McCracken and two under 
Bob Knight. North Carolina is 34- 1 8 
with two titles, one under Frank 
McGuire and one under Dean Smith. 
In terms of Final Four appearances, 
it is UCLA 14, North Carolina nine, 
Ohio State eight, Kansas and Louis- 
ville six each, and Indiana and 
Cincinnati five each.

As mentioned, the above 19 teams 
have won 34 of the 45 national 
championships. Below UCLA, Ken- 
tucky, Indiana and North Carolina 
with 21 titles among them are Okla- 
homa State, San FVancisco, North 
Carolina State and Cincinnati with 
two championships each and five 
with one each — Ohio State, Kansas, 
Utah, Louisville and Marquette. 

Seventeen more colleges have won 
at least 10 tournament games (but 
less than 15), including 11-5 Cali- 
fornia with one championship, 10-4 
Michigan State with one and 10-6 
La Salle with one. The other eight 
championships have been won by 
teams with fewer than 10 tournament 
victories. With one title each, they 
are 4-2 CCNY, 7 7 Holy Cross, 7-3 
Loyola (Illinois), 6-3 Oregon, 3-0 
Stanford, 9-5 UTEP, 4-1 Wisconsin 
and 6-16 Wyoming. Stanford won in 
its only appearance in 1942. 
Top coaches 

John Wooden, of course, tops the 
list of coaches with his 47-10 won- 
lost record and 10 championships at

200 teams, 1,133 games 

Over the 45 years, exactly 200 
different teams have participated in 
the tournament. They have played 
1,133 games, 366 of them in just the 
past nine years since the tournament 
expanded to 32 teams in 1975 (which 
means the old-time coaches have a 
handicap in any comparison of total 
tournament victories). 
Turning back the clock 

When Regina Peterson, a reserve 
guard for Nazareth College in Kala- 
mazoo, Michigan, was a high school 
student, she had no outlet for her 
athletic interests. Her high school 
did not offer organized sports for 
girls. The passing of more than 20 
years has not abated Peterson's desire 
to play basketball, however. She is 
studying for a bachelor's degree, 
working as a registered nurse, caring 
for her husband and two children, 
and giving her all on the court. "I 
don't have a lot of idle time," she 
said in an interview for USA Today, 
"but basketball provides an added 
dimension in my life, and I feel good 
physically and mentally about it." 

At 40, Peterson is seven years 
older than head coach Bill Shaw. "I 
realized this was my last chance," 
she explained. "My only basketball 
before came in physical education 
classes, and that was the old half- 
court game where you were permitted 
just three dribbles. 1 don't consider

myself a natural athlete. I'm tired 
alter a game. I obviously can't be 20 
again." "I'm amazed she does it," 
marveled Shaw, "with her family, 
job and studies.

Peterson's husband and children 
provide support while she plays. 
"Most of the time, parents go to 
games to cheer their children. Now, 1 
hear Robert (her son) shouting 
encouragements like 'Way to go, 
Mom' from the stands."

child was named Priscilla Joan. As 
the other children had nicknames, 
Priscilla needed one as well and, of 
course, just plain "P.J." was out of 
the question. "Pearly" was suggested 
by the family nanny, Lottie. Cunning- 
ham has proven herself a gem on the 
court as well, however. She started 
all 28 Wayne State games'in 1982 as 
a point guard and wing, averaged 
10.8 points per game, and set school 
single-game assist and season free- 
throw percentage records. (Mike 
Bovino, Wayne State SID) 
Charging back into action 

Freshman guard Ann Menke of 
Fresno State was experiencing faint- 
ing spells during practice and games 
but did not think them unusual, 
because she had been having such 
spells since fourth grade.

Surgery to implant a pacemaker was 
recommended. Doctors originally 
planned to implant the pacemaker in 
Menkes left shoulder, but she re- 
quested that it be placed on the right 
so it would not interfere with her 
left-handed shooting style. Shortly 
after surgery, Menke was back on 
the court practicing with her team- 
mates and diving for balls, while 
coach Bob Spencer stood on the 
sidelines and held his breath each 
time she hit the floor. However, 
doctors have assured Spencer and 
Menke that the pacemaker should 
have no effect on her play.

"The diagnostic abilities of the 
trainers have allowed Ann to continue 
her basketball career, but more 
importantly, saved Ann's life," said 
athletics director Jack Lengyel. 
Student trainer Sue McMillan will 
keep an eye on Menke; she will have 
checkups every six months and new 
batteries every 12 to 15 years.

NCAA Council Summary 



Following is a listing of all actions 
taken by the NCAA Council in its 
January 6-10(1983 Council) meeting 
in Dallas. Actions dealing with legis- 
lation at the 1984 Convention are 
excluded inasmuch as they are part 
of the record of that Convention. 

Interpretations 

All new or revised interpretations approved 
by the Council will appear m I hi: NC A A News, 
which constitutes official circularization per 
Constitution 6-2. 

In addition to those, the Council: 

Agreed there is no reason to modify the 
Council's earlier interpretation regarding repre- 
sentatives of a member institution's athletic 
interests serving as paid or volunteer hi^h 
school coaches inasmuch as the interpretation 
had been published in The NCAA News and no 
particular concerns or problems had been 
expressed by the membership. 

Concluded that interpretations should not 
be published in The NCAA News until they 
have been reviewed by the Council, except in 
cases where the membership is better served by 
immediate publication; in such cases, it shall be 
emphasized that the interpretation is subject to 
Council review. 

Affirmed its earlier position that conference 
exceptions to the satisfactory-progress legis- 
lation should be eliminated. 

Membership 

The Council and division steering committees 
took the following actions regarding member- 
ship applications and requests: 

Elected Hawaii Loa College, Kaneohe, Oahu, 
Hawaii, to associate membership; elected the 
Intercollegiate Women's Lacrosse Coaches 
Association and the National Collegiate Golf 
Coaches Association to affiliated membership, 
all effective immediately. 

Granted the University of Tulsa an exception 
to the Division 1 A scheduling criterion based 
on the principle expressed in Case No. 392; 
agreed to consider in April a new or revised 
case to cover similar situations in the future. 

Granted Butler University a waiver per Bylaw 

10- 5 of the three-year classification provision 
to permit it to petition for reclassification of its 
women's basketball program from Division II 
to Division I. 

Denied a request by Guilford College, an 
applicant institution, for a geographical waiver 
of the Division II scheduling criteria per Bylaw 

1 1- 2 (1); elected Quincy College to active Divi- 
sion II membership in the Association effective 
September 1, 1984. 

Denied an appeal by the University of Minne- 
sota, Morris, for a geographical waiver of the 
Division HI scheduling criteria per Bylaw 
ll-3-(0. 

Infractions 

Denied an appeal by San Diego State Uni- 
versity of two findings by the Committee on 
Infractions and affirmed the institutional 
penalties proposed by the committee. 



Placed on the April Council agenda a review 
of all approved procedure regarding infractions 
appeals to the Council. 

Committee 
Recommendations 

Division I Steering Committee: Appointed a 
subcommittee to study various issues regarding 
equivalency awards, as reported in the January 
1 1 issue of the News. 

Division III Steering Committee: Recom- 
mended a "cross-attendance'" procedure where- 
by a division's members ol the Executive 
Committee would meet with that division's 
steering committee twice a year 

Football Television Committee; The Council 
approved in principle the committee's plans to 
explore principles of modification of the 1982- 
19X5 NCAA Football Television Plan for 19X4 
arid 1985, as reported in the January 1 8 issue of 
the News. 

Other Action 

After hearing a presentation on behalf of the 
U.S. Collegiate Sports Council, the NCAA 
Council voted to continue to consider the 
Association's membership in the U.S. Olympic 
Committee as its appropriate involvement in 
issues regarding international competition and 
to maintain that position until such time as the 
USOC and appropriate national governing 
bodies make specific requests to the contrary. 

Following are the actions taken by 
the 1 984 Council in its January 11-12 
post-Convention meeting in Dallas: 

Convention 

Voted to contact the sponsors of proposals 
not considered at the Convention due to lack of 
time to urge them to resubmit the amendments, 
if they continue to favor them, for consideration 
at the 1985 Convention. 

Authorized the Administrative Committee 
to appoint a special committee to consider such 
Convention-related issues as voting in round 
tables on single-division issues, electronic 
voting, number of delegates attending NCAA 
Conventions and related factors. 

Approved plans for immediate implemen- 
tation of the NCAA Presidents* Commission, 
as reported in the January 18 issue of the News. 

Scheduled the Division 1 summer meeting 
for June 7-8, 1984, and the new Division 1-A 
legislative meeting for June 28-29, 1984, with 
both to be in Kansas City if possible. 

Noted that the intent of Proposal No 36 C 
and D is to assure that the institution's chief 
executive officer is the individual responsible 
for proposed legislation submitted in the name 
of the institution, agreed that all legislative 
submissions must be signed by the CEO unless 
designation to the contrary is on file in the 
NCAA national office, with that procedure to 
be reviewed by the Council in April. 

Noted that Proposal No. 166 was not voted 
upon by the Convention; referred to the 



Administrative Committee the appointment of 
an interim committee to begin developing 
NCAA playing rules for women's basketball. 

Appointment 

Elected R. J. Snow, University of Utah, to 
the Executive Committee, replacing Henry T. 
Lowe, University of Missouri, Columbia. 

Interpretations 

Agreed that the provisions of Proposal No. 
77 apply to all student-athletes first entering an 
NCAA member institution on or after August 
I, 19X4, except that an individual's eligibility 
would not be affected if the institution had a 
written, binding commitment with the student- 
athlete, or a confirmation of admission, executed 
prior to the Convention's action on that 
proposal. 

Agreed that the written release or written 
certification specif ied in Proposal Nos. 72 and 
74, both adopted by the Convention, must be 
obtained when the first contact occurs between 
the student and the institution to which the 
student has transferred or plans to transfer 

Asked the Administrative Committee to deter- 
mine necessary interpretations regarding the 
employment of high school or junior college 
coaches per Proposal No. 98. 

Committee Reports 

Council Subcommittee on Eligibility Appeals: 

Restored the eligibility of three student-athletes 
at Virginia Polytechnic Institute immediately 
for postseason competition; voted not to restore 
the eligibility of a fourth student-athlete from 
that institution. 

Drug Education: The Council approved a set 
of guidelines for use by member institutions 
thai wish to set up institutional drug-testing 
programs and agreed that institutions should 
be notified regarding drug-testing procedures 
their student -athletes may encounter for 
Olympic trials.

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San Diego State goes 
on one-year probation 



San Diego State University has 
been placed on one year's probation 
by the NCAA for violations in the 
conduct of the university's men's 
intercollegiate basketball program. 

The penalty, which was proposed 
by the NCAA Committee on Infrac- 
tions and upheld upon appeal to the 
Association's Council, includes sanc- 
tions that will prohibit the men's 
basketball team from participating 
in postseason basketball competition 
following the 1983-84 season and 
from appearing on any "live" basket- 
ball telecast during the 1984-85 
regular basketball season (other than 
conference tournament competition). 

The university will be prohibited 
from awarding athletically related 
financial aid to more than two new 
student-athletes in men's basketball 
during the 1984-85 academic year; 
further, in no case shall the university 
have more than a total of 1 3 student- 
athletes in men's basketball receiving 
athletically related financial aid 
during that academic year. 

"The Committee on Infractions 
considered the academic violation 
found in this case to represent a 
flagrant example of willful circum- 
vention of the Association's governing 



legislation, "said Frank J. Remington, 
chair of the Committee on Infractions. 
"The committee believes that viola- 
tions of the principles governing 
academic standards are among the 
most serious possible violations of 
NCAA legislation. 

"In addition," Remington noted, 
"the committee found that a signi- 
ficant recruiting violation had occur- 
red involving the provision ol 
commercial airline transportation to 
enable a prospective student-athlete 
to travel from South Carolina to the 
university's campus to enroll. The 
other violations were viewed by the 
committee to reflect noncompliance 
resulting from a lack of attention to 
detail by the university's coaching 
staff members. 

"Accordingly, the committee's 
penalties are designed to ensure that 
in the future the appropriate adminis- 
trative controls are implemented more 
effectively by the university and 
observed more carefully by its men's 
basketball coaching staff members," 
Remington said. 

The committee found violations 
of NCAA legislation related to ethical 
conduct, inducements, transporta- 
tion, tryouts and certification of 
compliance with NCAA legislation.

M. Nelson, secretary-rules editor of 
the NCAA Football Rules Commit- 
tee, said. "Illegal use of the hands 
and holding generate more criticism 
from coaches, officials, the media 
and the rules committee than any 
other rule. The solution rests with 
the cooperation of players, coaches 
and officials to eliminate intentional 
violations." 

Nelson said evidence had been 
submitted to the rules committee 
that coaches are teaching illegal 
blocking techniques. According to 
Nelson, players are locking their 
thumbs under opponents' shoulder 
pads to gain more leverage and are 
"firing out" with open hands during 
retreat blocks. 

"Evidence of excessive holding 
and illegal use of the hands has 
appeared in photographs, video 
replays and game films," Nelson 
said. "The committee believes the 
holding and illegal use of the hands 
rules are clear and no rule changes 
are necessary. Players and coaches 
must cooperate and officials need to 
be more vigilant in the enforcement 
of penalties. 

"The credibility of players, coaches, 
officials and the rules committee is

football without requiring the kicking 
team to move back to the 35-yard 
line." 

In addition to several minor edi- 
torial changes intended to provide 
officials with more clear-cut defi- 
nitions of existing rules, other rules 
changes passed by the committee for 
the 1984 season include: 

• Laterally extending the legal 
clipping zone from four to five yards 
from the middle of the offensive 
formation. 

• Prohibiting media personnel from 
communicating with players in the 
team area. 

• Permitting hand and arm casts 



being tested with this problem." 

Illegal use of the hands and holding 
rules were violated 3,090 times in 
Division I-A last year. No other rule 
was violated as many times. 

The committee recommended that 
referrals concerning illegal use of the 
hands and holding be issued to the 
membership of the American Foot- 
ball Coaches Association and all 
officiating associations. The com- 
mittee also recommended that posters 
illustrating improper blocking tech- 
niques be produced and sent to all 
NCAA football-playing members. 

"The committee believes that the 
rules are adequate and that coaches 
and officials must cooperate in a 
joint effort to see that the game is 
played accordingly," said University 
of Washington football coach and 
rules committee member Don James. 
"As coaches and as a committee, we 
strongly encourage coaches to teach 
blocking within the confines of the 
rules. 

'We must eliminate illegal use of 
the hands in blocking. We, therefore, 
encourage all coaches to review the 
blocking rules and to teach the proper 
techniques. The committee is deeply 
concerned about this continuing 
problem."

• Rewriting the definition for non- 
detachable shoe cleats, effective for 
the 1986 season. 

• Permitting in-stadium, "big 
screen" video equipment. 

•Prohibiting equipment, devices 
or materials not listed as legal or 
mandatory equipment to assist a 
player during a live or dead ball. 

•A new definition for legally being 
in the backfield. 

•Eliminating the point-after-touch- 
down attempt if the game has been 
decided and if both teams are in 
agreement. 

•Declaring the game a no-contcst 
if play is suspended and there is not 
"mutual consent of both teams to 
resume or terminate the game. (Ex- 
ceptions could be made for conference 
or league regulations.) 

•A five-yard penalty rather than a 
15-yard penalty for violating the 
two-yard zone to make an unmolested 
fair catch if no contact was made. 

• A 15-yard penalty for offensive 
face-masking. 

• Prohibiting players from chang- 
ing jerseys in order to deceive 
opponents. 



More than 761 million people 
watched college football in 1983 via 
the two national network televsion 
packages, a decrease of nearly five 
percent from the 1982 national 
audience. Adding the estimated 
audience for the supplementary series, 
the TV viewership of the three 
NCAA-administered packages was 
an estimated 778 million. 

The current NCAA television plan 
provided for 28 national exposures 
on the networks in 1983 (14 on ABC 
Sports and 14 on CBS Sports), the 
same as in 1982. 

In 1981, 684,620,000 viewers tuned 
in to college football on ABC only. 

In 1982, the first year of the two- 
network plan, 800,770,000 (412,920 
000 on ABC and 387,850,000 on

along with clinics and guidance 

covering a wide range of nonsports- 

related topics for disadvantaged 

youth. 

The activities portion of the pro- 
gram includes swimming instruction 
lor all participants and a choice of 
instruction in a number of sports, 
including basketball, tennis, track 
and field, and volleyball. 

The enrichment program includes 
instruction on career opportunities, 
personal health and hygiene, and 
several other topics. In addition, the 
program provides at least one full 
meal per day that meets or exceeds 
Federal nutrition guidelines. 

All participants receive free medical 
evaluations, and follow-ups are pro- 
vided at no charge when medical 
problems are detected. Medical 
attention is provided on a daily basis 
at no charge. 

"We believe the enrichment pro- 
gram and the medical screening are 
unique to N YSP," Berkey said. "The 
program is designed so that young 
sters who participate get more than 
just sports activities and instruction. 

"They will be exposed to ideas 
that can help them off the field or the 
court, and the medical program pro 
vides an opportunity for the kind of 
thorough screening they might not 
receive otherwise." 

More than 130 NCAA member 
institutions sponsored a project as 
part of the NYSP last year, and 
Berkey is expecting an increase in 
participation in 1984. 



CBS) viewers watched college football 
on television. In 1983, 761,920,000 
(37 1 ,960,000 on ABC and 389,960,000 
on CBS) tuned in for NCAA football. 

Figures are based on an average 
number of homes per exposure times 
a factor ( 1 .3 for the last three years) 
that represents persons in each 
household. 

In addition to the ABC/ CBS audi 
ence, there were 19 cable exposures 
on the Turner Broadcasting System 
(TBS). It was estimated that the 
cablecasts were viewed in approxi 
mately 16 million homes. The cable- 
casts were watched in approximately 
17 million homes in 1982. 

After an increase in gross rating 
points from 1981 to 1982, there was 
a decrease from 1982 to 1983. Gross 
rating points are the average Neilsen 



The Eastern "super-seven" men's 
ice hockey league that starts play 
next season officially will be called 
the Hockey East Association. 

League officials announced the 
new name and additional details of 
interleague play with the Western 
Collegiate Hockey Association at a 
January 18 press conference. Com- 
missioner Louis A. Lamoriello, 
director of athletics at Providence 
College, called it the first-ever 
"national collegiate league for the 
sport" and said a committee of repre- 
sentatives from both leagues is ex- 
ploring the possibility of a television 
contract. 

League members Boston College; 
Boston University; The University 
of New Hampshire; Northeastern 
University; the University of Lowell; 
the University of Maine, Orono, and 
Providence College will play at least 
34 games each next season. Sixteen 
of the games will be against teams 
from the WCHA. All seven Eastern 
schools currently play ice hockey in 
the Eastern College Athletic Con 
ference. 

"Never in the past have we had 
such a challenging schedule as far as 
improving the competition and 
making the game more appealing to 
fans are concerned," Lamoriello said. 

"We are going to have a lot of 
enthusiasm in the buildings every 
night," added Boston University

Lamoriello said the new format 
would decrease the amount of class 
time missed by participating student- 
athletes.
